Than When First Produced 


New York, July 13—The dramatic 
masterpiece, Ben-Hur, under the di- 
rection of Klaw & Erlanger, will begin 
its twentieth season early in October, 
opening at the Lexington Avenue Opera 
House in this city for a run. 

Produced for the first time at the 
Broadway Theater, New York, on 
November 29, 1899, Ben-Hur has ever 
since maintained a unique position on 
the American stage. Based on the 
novel of General Lew Wallace, which 
had already received the endorsement 
of Pope Leo XIII, the play has been 
recommended from the pulpits of all 
denominations. The Reverend “Billy” 
Sunday preached a sermon about it in 
this city and said that he wished he 
could send a million people to see it, 
and it has received the enthusiastic 
approval of leading statesmen and 
leaders of thought everywhere. 

Klaw & Erlanger have never sent 
but one company on tour playing Ben- 
Hur, except once, when it was specially 
presented at the Drury Lane Theater 
in London, and they have never allowed 
the scale of its production to be dimin- 
ished. For that reason they were com- 
pelled to cut short its tour last season, 
when the railroads, under Government 
control, refused to guarantee any 
schedule for the special train neces- 
sary for the transportation. 

Scenery more elaborate and on a 
more colossal scale than ever is being 
built for the huge stage at the Lexing- 
ton Avenue Opera House, and a big 
chorus, numbering more than 300 men 
and women, is now being engaged. 
Preference will be given to all appli- 
cants who were members of the or- 
ganization last season. Twenty-five 
horses will go into rehearsal at once 
for the chariot race. 

The perennial prosperity of Ben-Hur 
is still another proof of the success of 
cleanliness on the stage, especially in 
these momentous times, when people 
must have something more than or- 
dinary amusement or entertainment to 
lift them out of their hours of depres: 
sion entailed by the loss of loved ones 
in the great war. Ben-Hur will un- 
doubtedly go down thru the long years 
(o come as a messenger of comfort and 
‘ope to the masses.

CHICAGO MANA- 
GERS WILL FIGHT 
THE ANTI-SCALP- 
NG ORDINANCE 


Injunction Will Be Filed To 
Restrain City 


From Carrying Out Terms of 
the Ordinance 


Opposition Being Made by 
Loop Theaters Exclusively 


Chicago, July 13.—That the Chicago 
theater owners will fight to the last 
ditch in the endeavor to evade the 
provisions of the anti-scalping or- 
dinance, was indicated this week when 
Attorney Edward F. Dunne notified 
the Corporation Counsel to this effect. 

When the scalping fight became bit- 
ter because of the Shubert-Post con- 
troversy, the Corporation Counsel de- 
clared that, as a result of the latest 
Supreme Court finding, upholding the 
city in anti-scalping litigation, which 
previously had been decided in favor of 
the theaters, theater owners would be 
forced to comply with an ordinance 
providing that they secure new licenses, 
so worded that violation of the scalp- 
ing regulations would automatically 
revoke them. July 1 was the date 
originally designated by the Corpora- 
tion Counsel, but he was prevailed

COPYRIGHTED 
PLAYS GIVEN 
OVER TO LIB- 
ERTY THEATERS 


David Belasco and George Mid- 
dleton Waive Rights 


First Soldier Productions Are 
Staged at Camp Meade 


Appointments and Transfers of 
Managers Announced 


New York, July 13.—Thru the pa- 
triotic action of authors and managers 
the soldier boys in the camps are to 
have an opportunity to see some high- 
class copyrighted productions. David 
Belasco and George Middleton have 
waived their copyrights on certain 
plays in order that they may be freely 
used by the War Department, and it 
is expected this will be followed by 
others, thereby making available plays 
which otherwise could not be shown 
at the camps. 

The Drums of Oude, by Austin 
Strong, and Back of the Ballot, by Geo. 
Middleton, are the first two copyright 
plays to be turned over by authors and 
managers as gifts to the War Depart- 
ment Commission on Training Camp 
Activities. “Certainly,” wrote David 
Belasco, in waiving the copyright on 
The Drums of Oude, “I gave my con- 
sent that the Drums of Oude be used 
by the War Department. It is one of 
the best one-act plays that ever was 
written, and should afford the boys, 
not only amusement and diversion, but 
inspiration.” 

The first soldier productions staged 
at Camp Meade, Maryland, by soldiers, 
under the direction of Mr. Rochester, 
dramatic director for the War Depart- 
ment Commission on Training Camp 
Activities, took place this week in the 
Liberty Theater. Two playlets were 
given, one a tabloid musical comedy, 
called Made in France, the hit of which 
was the chorus of sailor boys in I'd 
Like To See the Kaiser With a Lily 
in His Hand, and the other a comedy by 
Mr. Rochester himself, which had ap- 
peared in England and Australia, en- 
titled The Widow's Might. Altho the 
shows had been in preparation but two 
weeks, the boys acquitted themselves 
creditably in both the male and female 
roles. Mr. Rochester had dug out a 
number of professionals from among 
the khaki population of the camp, and 
a bunch of vaudeville acts whiled 
away the intermission and held the 
audience and soldiers and visitors long 
after the curiain had dropped on the 
“widow.” Among those known on the 
regular circuit were Kirby and Quinn, 
A. J. Rafferty and Frank Kellam.

Chicago, July 15.—The surprising 
renaissance of stock is the big out- 
standing development of American 
theatricals in wartime. This vital field 
of the drama which has been persist- 
ently shelved in recent years now 
promises to be the only form of in- 
door entertainment calculated’ to 
cope with the shifting conditions en- 
forced by America’s participation in 
the world war. 

Of course, nobody dreamed of what 
stock -would be enabled to do—not 
even the few who were sufficiently for- 
tunate to embrace this neglected form 
of amusement, suddenly preferred, be- 
cause of conditions which nobody could 
foresee. The raise in railroad rates, 
making transportation problems mani- 
fold for traveling companies (so great, 
in fact, that, as previously reported in 
these columns, nearly all the road 
shows which auspiciously set forth in 
the spring have been disbanded), gave 
stock a distinct advantage. On top of 
this the cheap rates at which stock 
may be offered did much to offset the 
disadvantage of the additional war 
tax levy which proved such a problem 
to the legitimate stage. Then the 


fact that the public is always ready to’ 


welcome stock when other legitimate 
offerings are on the wane (as evi- 
denced by the seasonal success of sum- 
mer stock companies even in normal 
years) serves to add to the profit pos- 
» sibilities of this form of show promul- 
gation. And it must not be forgotten 
that a large proportion of the general 
public likes to view for a portion of a 
dollar the replica of a two-dollar pro- 
duction which enjoyed a prosperous 
run in a previous season.

Slacker Hunt Hits Theaters 


Government Agents Arrest Patrons 
Who Fail To Give Good Account 
of Themselves 


Chicago, July 13. — Government 
agents swooped down upon Chicago 
Loop and outlying theaters Thursday 
afternoon and evening, arresting all 
male patrons within the draft age who 
failed to give satisfactory proof of the 
National Army Draft registration. 

In some cases announcements were 
made before the audiences filed out, 
but in many instances amusement- 
seekers had no knowledge of the raid 
until they issued from the portals of 
the theater, where the Secret Service 
men challenged them. 

Those who failed to give satisfactory 
proof of registration and classification 
were taken to police stations and re- 
tained until proofs were forthcoming. 
In many instances those arrested re- 
mained imprisoned all night. 

Great inconvenience was wrought 
in cases where the men detained were 
acting as escorts for ladies. The lat- 
ter were told to shift for themselves 
and frequently served as messengers, 
going to escorts’ homes for identifica- 
tion cards. 

The raid upon the theaters was part 
of a systematic campaign carried out 
in all sections of the city. Baseball 
parks, poolrooms and street corners 
literally swarmed with detectives, who, 
assisted by the city police, made the 
roundup the most complete ever staged 
in Chicago. Railroad stations came 
in for more than ordinary attention 
and several performers leaving the 
city for engagements were detained for 
identification, tho efforts were made 
to “weed out” those taken at railroad 
depots first. 

In the various roundups more than 
5,000 men were arrested.

Broadway's byways, by which is meant the crosstown streets leading off 
of Broadway in the vicinity of Longacre, are steadily gaining favor over 
Broadway itself as congregating places for actors. 

This may be, and very likely is, due to the long tenure which the subway 
contractors have held on the famous street, to the obstructions their piles of 
material and refuse have occasioned, and to the many yawning chasms which 
their operations necessitated in the sidewalks, and which, tho always promptly 
bridged, impeded pedestrians and caused frequent congested spots, but the 
principal reason is undoubtedly the exorbitant rentals demanded by Broad- 
way’'s landlords. 

These have driven the song publishers, costumers, wig makers and many 
agents into the side streets, and the actor, finding them quieter, less crowded 
and in every way more to his liking, haunts them instead of the Great White 
Way.

Another fact worthy of note and one which will interest many oldtimers 
scattered thruout the country is that the northward march of the Rialto has 
seemingly been permanently arrested. 

There are many professional people still living who can remember when 
its heart was at the corner of Center and Leonard stréets. It still was thirty- 
five years ago. ; 

Then it moved over to the Bowery, and north on that thorofare several 
blocks each year until it halted at the corner of Fourteenth street and Fourth 
avenue. There it stuck for about four years, only to resume its journey up 
Broadway until it reached its present locale. 

It has been stationary for a matter of eight years, and now that Times 
Square Station is to be the center of the subway system it is more than 
probable that it will remain where it is for years and years. As a matter of 
fact there are twice as many theaters now building below Forty-sixth street 
than there are above it.

In the cabarets there is still carousing, gorging and profligate spending, 
but their patronage has changed. Those that frequent them these days are 
largely persons whose fortunes have been favored by the war. In a word, they 
are profiteers—and they look it. There used to be quite a little class to the 
patrons of the lobster palaces, but in this respect deterioration is most marked.

With Pilfered Products 
Offered as Original 
Compositions 


“He who steals my purse steals trash."’

We may admire the crafty sneakthief or the 
bolt highway robber, but the clumsy song thief 
is one of the most despicable parasites on earth 


—preying upon the healthy thoughts of others 
instead of originating conceptions, yet offering 
such pilfered products as original compositions, 

In the real world of song he doesn’t thrive, 
because even the doubtful practice of preparing 
“ringers’’ of successful songs requires a form 
of mental ability which is far beyond his ken. 
But, like the wolf preying upon sheep—or the 
mold on. cheese—he is found around the borders, 
making an effort to profit by the brainwork 
of those inside, * 


When a recognized publisher strikes a big bit 
it is not unusual to find that some unknown per- 
son in a small town does one of two things— 
either he uses the hit title on some ordinary 
product of his own composition or he laborious- 
ly parapbrases the wording of the hit song and 
issues it under a new title. Then he endeavors 
to sell the effusion to some music dealer on 
the strength of what the original song has ac- 
complished. 


Sometimes a person with absolutely no knowl- 
edge of song writing paraphrases the lyric of a 
number that appeals to him (or, rather, he 
shifts a word and rhyme here and there) and 
sends it to a publisher in the hope that the ex- 
cellence of the song, from which the idea and 
construction is stolen, will insure the acceptance 
of the imitation. This is done with no idea of 
preparing a ringer, but with the deliberate in- 
tention of pilfering another person’s work, in 
the confidence that the publisher may not be fa- 
piliar with the song from which it is stolen 
nd will accept the pilfered product in good 
faith, 

Performers in good standing are constantly in 
receipt of plagiarisms so conceivad, The un- 
scrupulous literary thief thinks that by inducing 
a performer to use such a product he may receive 
money—and even fame—for the simple work of 
word transposition.—CASPER NATHAN,

SONGS MADE IN CAMPS 


America’s Largest Publisher Proves 
No Other Boosting Is 


Chicago, July 13.—Those interested in the 
ways and means of establishing the popularity 
of new songs will find plenty of food for thought 
in the fact that K-K-K-Katy, a song published 
by Leo Feist, Inc., generally conceded to be 
America’s leading publisher when it comes to 
instituting successful national advertising cam- 
paigns, irrespective of the expenditure involved, 
proved a phenomenal seller long before a penny 
Was spent on any form of publicity. 


The campaign was worked out by General 
Manager E. F. Bitner, who was interested in 
the experiment of ascertaining if a song could 
be ‘‘made’’ solely thru training camp activities. 
Several copies were distributed among enter- 
tainers who visited the camps, and the soldiers 
and sailors had an opportunity of hearing the 
novelty song. Much to the publisher's surprise 
orders began coming in from here, there and 
everywhere—tmuch larger orders than were se- 
cured on the regularly plugged songs. Rocco 
Vocco, Chicago manager, found that stores in 
territory adjacent to Chicago were ordering 
quantities that are asked for only when a song 
is an established hit.

THE HIGH-CLASS FALLACY 


Popular music publishers have been making strenuous efforts to gain some of the profits 
accruing from the publication of “‘high-class’’ music. Nearly all the oldline publishers now have 
high-class departments, run under separate imprints. But it is noticeable that some of the 
firms which met with greatest success as popular music publishers lag far behind in the high- 
class field. The explanation of this is partly psychological. Some publishers believe that in 
order to be high-class a number must be ‘“‘deep,’’ have lines possessed of lofty phrases wedded 
to most intricate music. As a matter of fact purity, rather than intricacy, is the measure of 
high-class music. Inasmuch as it took years to guuge the simplicity required for the 1

The song (no matter what its classification) with lines so written that 
a wonderful, implied story is told between the lines, is far more potent than the one which 
depends upon phrases quite commonplace because of the workings of war. That’s why songs 
aimed directly at “‘Kaiser Bill,” with “‘eat-'em-alive’’ lines, seldom do much on the stage or 
over the counters. Unless some particularly brilliant inspiration prompts the outburst, even in 
war time, the power of the soft pedal should not be overlooked by the song writer.

Atlantic City, July 12.—The Winning of Ma, 
the four-act comedy with which Cohan & Harris 
won the first-night audience at the Apollo 
Theater Monday night, is a wholesome and 
happy play that appeals because of its lack of 
affectation and for its infectious humor, which 
is without strain and of genuine freshness. 

The story is all about the Flickinger family 
and their friends, the sort of people Abrabam 
Lincoln had in mind when he said: ‘God must 
love poor folks, or He wouldn't have made 80 
many of them.’’ There are no dark or un- 
savory situations, altho there is a close call 
when the heroine, Opal, the youngest child of 
the simple family, determines to throw off the 
yoke of obedience and go out into the world to 
seek ber own Living, because, as she imagines, 
everybody is against her, even to her motber, 
But this is soon dissipated by a new turn in the 
complications, There is plenty of wholesome 
humor thruout the play, and it is evident that 
the authors have contented themselves with 
writing a comedy that will please the average 
playgoer who is not seeking so-called high- 
brow amusement. The performance last night 
was remarkably smooth and showed the careful 
stage direction of Sam Forrest, who is entitled 
to much credit for the Gnished presentation, 
both as to the characterizations and the artistic 
stage settings. 

Zelda Sears, as Ma Flickinger, gave a capital 
interpretation of the role of the mother who 
was always right—at least in her own estima- 
tion—and was the dominating character of the 
entire play. 

Percy Pollock, as Pa Flickinger, the hen- 
pecked head of the family. was full of quiet 
humor and interpreted his part in a manner 
almost beyond criticism. It was a real delight 
to witness his strong acting, so cleverly did he 
enter into the spirit of the part.

Cora Witherspoon did some clever character 
work in the role of Jules, the married sister, 
who had troubles of her own in caring for the 
““twinses,’’ and her quaint pessimism produced 
many laughs.

COME ACROSS WINS APPROVAL 


New York, July 13.—The new three-act play, 
Come Across, by Max Radin, presented at Long 
Branch by A. H, Woods, proved intensely 
interesting, and audiences have been emphatic 
in their approval. The play is a drama of 
propaganda for the Liberty Loan. and thrilling 
features are used to visualize possible re- 
sults of a German invasion of America.

Last week the Division of Films, which is 
part of the Government’s Bureau on Public In- 
formation, urged motion picture exhibitors to 
go on record as being ready to give disabled 
soldiers and sailors preference over all others 
in the employment of men as ticket sellers, door- 
men, ete., in their establishments. 

About a year ago, just as the motion picture 
exhibitors were about to hold their last annual 
convention, this department of The Billboard 
urged the proposal and passage of a resolution 
couched in almost identical language. It also 
urged that the legitimate houses seeking favors 
at the hands of the Government in exchange 
for service rendered and to be rendered should 
make a similar declaration and thus intrease 
their measure of service. 


Last week several managers announced that 
they would meet the unfavorable railroad situ- 
ation by providing their stars with repertoires, 
thus enabling them to extend the length of their 
stays in large cities and cut down the necessity 
for transportation to a minimum, 


This, too, is a wartime service that this de- 
partment of The Billboard has long urged the 
profession to adopt. 


Last week it was reported that the ticket 
brokers, whose existence is again threatened by 
unfavorable legislation, seriously discussed the 
adoption of a central exchange system, with 
quoted prices fluctuating with the demand, which 
was first outlined and discussed in this depart- 
ment of The Billboard. The adoption of such 
a system would not only reduce the man power 
now required to effect the sale and distribution 
of theater tickets, and thus become a measure 
of general economy, but it would stabilize the 
business and the ticket broker would thereby 
appear to the theatergoing citizen in the guise 
of a public servant rather than as a nuisance 


minds of an entertainmentseeking public from 
the war. That those who ran counter to this 
general impression profited exceedingly, with 
possibly one major exception, was apparent. 
Moreover, the production of propaganda plays, 
even where they were designed merely to stir 
the patriotic pulse, ang thus indirectly aid re- 
eruiting, increased appreciably the measure of 
the theater’s service to the State. 

All these things are by way of pointing out 
that our ideas and suggestions are, for the most 
part, practical, and to reintroduce the subject 
of the formation of an organization to utilize 
the time and energies of actors and other the- 
atrical employees temporarily out of work, par- 
ticularly at present in fhe between-season 
period, for service of value in the great national 
task. This idea was discussed in detail in this 
column last week. The idea is not to shield 
the individual from the ‘‘Work or Fight’ ep- 
actment, for measures might be taken to sift 
the volunteers in an endeavor to find work in 
other linea for those who might prove physicaily 
and temperamentally suited to prove of greater 
value if to employed, but it is to conservs and 
utilize the hours, days end weeks that the folk 
in our business necessarily spend in idleness 
during tne periods between seasons an’ between 
jobs that we all know.

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CONCERTS AT WANAMAKER’S 


Alexander Russell, the Efficient Director of the 
Auditorium in the New York Store, 
Encourages American Talent 


New York, July 13.—Whgn in 1910 Alexander 
Russell, the gifted composer, organist and pi- 
anist, was given the direction of the Wanamaker 
Auditorium he immediately realized the tre- 
mendous opportunities which he might, thru this 
medium, offer to American talent. He was 
told that each year over 250,000 people visited 
the store, that the beautiful concert hall, with 
its fine piano and organ, was to be conducted 
upon a strictly co-operative basis, that no ad- 
vertisements would be permitted and there were 
to be no box-office receipts. With these con- 
ditions it did not seem necessary to depend en- 
tirely upon artists of renown for the recitals, 
so Mr. Russell decided then and there to give 
the unknown American artist a chance to be 
beard, and began to plan accordingly. 

Each successive year he has given guditton 
t> nearly a thousand artists. In this branch of 
the work Mr. Ling, his valued assistant, has 
been particularly helpful. They have discovered 
no end of talent, and often have given an artist 
his first opportunity to appear before a New 
York audience. Among those who are now well- 
known operatic artists who made their initial 
New York bow in the Wanamaker Auditorium 
are Anna Case and Edward Johnson. 


Mr. Russell has given a great many American 
composers excellent publicity by arranging en- 
tire programs of their compositions, and last 
year the American publishers were also thoroly 
represented in a series of recitals from the 
works on their various catalogs. In his en- 
deavors Mr. Russell has always had the support 
co-operation of the management. 
Rodman Wanamaker, the son of John Wana- 
maker, is a devotee of art and music. Over 
ten years ago he made an expedition into sev- 
eral Indian reservations for the purpose of col- 
lecting for the archives of the Government the 
traditions, songs, etc., of the American Indian. 

The pictures which he took at that time 
were considered quite remarkable, and, for the 
benefit of the patrons of the store, Mr. Wana- 
maker arranged them in the form of an inter- 
esting picture story, called Hiawatha’s Wedding, 
and exhibited them in 1908 in the Wanamaker 
Auditorium. The big organ was played during 
the showing of the pictrves. the music being 
suggestive of the various scenes. 

This was the first time in the United States 
that the pipe organ was used in this capacity, 
and immediately an interest was created to 
bring organ music outside the churches into the 
life and atmosphere of the workaday world, 
Soon after this innovation the Astor Hotel in- 
stalled its splendid organ. to be used for daily 
concerts; then followed the placement of an 
organ in a moving picture house in the Regents 
Theater at 116th street, New York, The Strand 
next installed one, and so on, until now it is 
expected that a moving picture theater of any 
size shall have, first of all, a good pipe organ. 

The interest in music among the employees of 
the store is stimulated by the instruction which 
is furnished them in part singing and in tte 
playing of band instruments. Captain F. PD.

Learned From the Circus Wreck—Trend of Both 


When word was received at The Billboard's 
Chicago office that the Hagenbeck-Wallace Cir- 
cus train was wrecked near Gary, Ind., we at 
once rushed to the scene of the awful holocaust. 
‘The scenes at the wreck, where only the charred 
remains of the dead were found: the morgues, 
with their tales of death and disaster; the hos- 
pitals, with their suffering and painful pleas, 
were all a sort of preparation for the service 
at the grave where al! that remained of fifty- 
seven mortal beings now lie buried. The tears 
of human sympathy softened the hardened 
faces of thousands whose hearts melted in = 
common cause of grief as the last rites were 
said over the honored dead. What we were 
able to do for the poor stricken showmen was 
very limited. What we can draw from this 
common catastrophe remains to be seen. 

The first thing we tried to do, of course, was 
to learn who where injured, who had been 
killed, who had escaped, for The Billboard is 
the one means of keeping open the channels of 
communcation between thousands of troupers 
cirens folk, outdoor amusement purveyors of all 
kinds and numerous thousands of loved 
ones known as the folks at home. 

Thousands of telegrams, telephone calls, per 
sonal visits, letters, inquiries and requests for 
information at once began to pour into The 
Billboard offices, and the information thus 
sought must first be obtained from the circus 
folk themselves. This was hard to obtain, fer 
even they themselves were unable to give this 
information. Why? 

The circus, like the theater, was at one time 
under the ban of religious fanaticism. Those 
who entered its ranks did so at the loss of 
friends and kinfolk, The trouper traveled under 
an assumed name, the actor took a nom de 
plume. This custom is all too prevalent today. 

When the news of the circus wreck went 
forth men journeyed half way across the conti 
nent in seach of brothers or friends, all be- 
canse the telegraphic and postal machinery was 
not able to reach the ones desired, 

The of circus communication is 
limited by the lingering dread of the barbarity

of commercial competition. Right here our 
lyceum and chautauqua should learn from the 
circus. We are drifting into the same ruts 
from which the heart and brain of the show 
world have spent years and millions of 
dollars trying to extricate the showfolk. 
Bureau managers have sunk so low into the 
mire of their own incompetence that some of 


them have toale it a part of their contract with 


talent that no routes will be given out. AS a 
result chautauqua people are almost as much 
the victims «f ignorance as were the friends 


of the poor victims of the circus wreck. 
We bave hoped that lyceum and chautauqua 
people would have the redblooded manliness to 


resist this encroaching, paralyzing practice, 
but with few exceptions the talent is aiding 
in the process of forging the deadly chains 


of silence with which they are being enslaved. 

Don’t get red in the face and swell up 
with indiznation, dear reader. Don’t cuss Fred 
High and call him a fanatic. Just try your 
own metal. Are you ready to send in your 
route? If you have grit enough to do that 
then there will be no need of cussing anyone. 

There was a time when there was an excuse 
to take another name, but that day is passing, 
if it has not already passed. The circus is 
one of the greatest educational institutions we 
have in this country. It gives more for the 
money than any other form of entertainment or 
instruction. The agricultural fair and the chau- 
taugua, together with the circus, form the 
tripod upon which popular education rests. 
These three institutions are democracy’s uni- 
versal educators—they prepare their text 
bosks from nature and experience, and they 
live by developing the lives of men and not by 
promoting gthe theories of bookworms The 
street of our day know more about 
the facts of nature than did the naturalists of 


urchins 


even Shakespeare’s day. 
Whe «id most to dissipate the theories of 
so-called naturalists, who used much of even 


their preterded knowledge as a club, which they 
held over and used as a means of 
frightening the masses into the theological fold 


the people 


which ignorance and superstition had erected 
for the souls of men? If cities find it profitable 
to spend hundreds of thousands of dollars to 
maintain their zous, how much more gratitude, 
then, does the 


nation owe to the circus me- 
nagerie for the wonderful lessons in universal 
knowledge taught to the children of men by 


this itinerant zoo? 


Cireus and chautauqua people are all edu- 
cators, We should be se proud of the great work 
of popularizing and diffusing the fundamentals 
of life that we should be jealous of our name 
and the part we take in this great and glorious 
work, 


The circus, the stage and the platform will 
rise in dignity and power as they learn to ex- 
ploit men and women instead of gew-gaws and 
tinsels. If Barnum & Bailey still have power 
to draw the masses years after they are dead 
and their names have a commercial value worth, 
perhans, a million dollars, then bow much more 
should we all prize the only thing that we can 


Let us take bold of the truth and stand like 
the Rock of Gibraltar fighting for our inher- 
itance, knowing that Solomon was right when 
he said: ‘A good name is rather to be chosen 
than great riches.”’ 

The saddest sights caused by the world's 
wars have always been enacted around those 
graves where the *‘Unknown"’ are laid to rest.

Flo Ziegfeld’s row with the New 
York ticket brokers over the Follies’ 
seats again emphasizes the great and 
growing necessity of tackling this per- 
plexing problem at the earliest possi- 
ble moment and sticking at the job 
until it has been solved. 


If New York managers only knew in 
what low esteem they are held, the 
epithets that are applied to and the op- 
probrium that is heaped upon them 


monthly, weekly, daily and hourly by 
their patrons there would be precious 
little further delay. 

But they do not hear the abuse. 

Subordinates, associates and friends 
keep it from them, and, except when 
some paper breaks loose with an edi- 
torial diatribe, they feel no pricks of 
criticism, let alone the bitter and acrid 
censure which goes on in clubs, res- 
taurants, barber shops and wherever 
men congregate. 

It is a wonder their ears do not burn 
—yea, burn up-—on occasions, and the 
past fortnight has been one of these. 

All the dormant resentment has re- 
vived and has been especially strong 
and outspoken. 


Mr. Ziegfeld’s press agent got him a 
good deal of publicity out of the in- 
cident, but it would seem that he did 
not secure it by telling the whole truth. 
Instead it is alleged he only told such 
part of the truth as would redound to 
the credit of his employer. 

This peeved quite a few papers. 

The World, July 6, came out with 
the following editorial, viz.:

“When profiteering theater man- 
agers and ticket speculators fall out 
the public is enabled to see the inner 
methods by which it is robbed. Thanks 
to the row caused by_the efforts of 
one manager to pose as a reformer and 
put the blame for excessive prices on 
the hotel agencies, it is now made ap- 


not know. Safe in the knowledge that 
they have not resorted to mean, low 
and despicable practices, they go their 
way, confident and unmindful of the 
papers and politicians. 


Even now, when all eyes are on Chi- 
cago watching the working of the or- 
Ginance there and with Alderman Quinn 
ready and waiting to introduce a sim- 
ilar but even more drastic one in the 
Council of the metropolis, they are 
either unmoved or affect indifference 
very ably. 

It is all wrong. 

A great profession suffers when its 
leading lights enjoy no better standing 
among men than do ours. 

And it is all so unnecessary. 

There is nothing wrong or even 
blameworthy in a manager’s getting 
a better price of admission than the 
ruling one when his production scores 
a big hit nor in charging a bonus for 
the choicer seats, nor right now, when 
the costs and risks of production are 
higher than ever before, for endeavor- 
ing to tilt the whole scale of prices. 

The trouble is not with what he 
wants, but the way he goes about se- 
curing his ends. 

The public loathes a ticket specu- 
lator. It regards him not only as a 
nonproducer, but as a petty larceny 
thief, a low sharper and a grasping 
grafter all rolled into one. 

Furthermore it does not distinguish 
between ticket agencies and ticket 
speculators.

parent that the trail of ticket extortion 
leads straight to the box-office. It is 
charged by a firm of agents that the 
manager in question proposed to sell 
$3 seats to them for $3.50, which, with 
the double war tax and their own 
premium of 50 cents added, would com- 
pel the purchaser to pay $4.40. It is 
further alleged that managers get at 
least 25 cents on every ticket handled 
by one firm of dealers, or a total an- 
nual ‘rakeoff’ from this firm alone of 
$250,000. 

“This locates the root of the evil 
where skeptical persons have long 
supposed it to be. If managers woul’ 
deal honestly with their patrons the 
worst part of the abuse would be abo!- 
ished. The right of hotel agents to 
charge a premium for their scrvice 
may be admitted. But no such con- 
sideration excuses the managers, who 
by ‘lonuses’ and inflated prices and 
thru a system of collusion with snecu- 
lators subject theatergoers to extor- 
tion. Their profiteering methods well 
deserve to be restrained by some such 
drastic law as the proposed Quinn or- 
dinance.” 

Profiteer is not a pretty word, but 
it is a mild one compared with many 
of the terms in current use. 

It will probably shock them to learn 
that they are widely regarded by fairly 
intelligent (even if poorly informed) 
theatergoers as not only “not honor- 
able.” but as even more culpable, sor- 
did and grasping than the speculators 
themselves. This is a fact, and real 


friends would tell them so. They do 


The managers’ dealings with the lat- 
ter are not open. On the contrary they 
are confidential—sub rosa. Because of 
this the public immediately jumps at 
the conclusion that they are hidden, 
because they will not bear inspection; 
that they are irregular, tricky, fraudu- 
lent and dishonest. 

Suspicion and distrust rapidly deep- 
en into conviction. The manager is 
the man higher up than the specu- 
lator, they reason, consequently he is 
even more low down. 


Light is needed—more light—floods 
of it. 

The more light the less heat. 

Let the public understand—compel 
it to. 

Cut out the speculator. 

Then teach the public the difference 
between an agency and a speculator. 

It can be done. 

The plans can be worked out in a 
week by a committee of managers. 

An arrangement is even possible 
whereby “buyers” from other cities, 
thru an agency conducted by the firms 
they patronize, and guests at hotels, 
thru the hotel agencies, can be assured 
of a chance at good seats along with 
residents of the city. 

But all dealing must be open and 
above board. 

Until it is even a pawnbroker or 
loan shark will feel privileged to look 
askance at a metropolitan theatrical 
manager.

The big First Territorial Fair of Hawaii, 
held recently, was an immense success. Packed 
‘em all week with a record attendance of over 
30,000 on June 10, Kamehameha Day, the 
Fourth of July of the old monarchical days, 
still celebrated by all nationalties here as a 
day of sports and events. I wore a lei myself 
that day in memory of those golden days of 
Years ago when youth was in the saddle and 
love, or near love, was the most important 
thing in life. The scenic surroundings of the 
fair at Kakiolani Park, where it was held, are 
the most wonderful of any in the world, not even 
excepting the Pan-Pacific at San Francisco, 

Anyone from the States would have been sur- 
prised at the exhibits—agricultural, manufac- 
turing, stock raising, sugar, coffee, fruits, etc.— 
that were here; something really remarkable 
and a credit to any big mainlana city, let alone 
this little spot tucked away in the ocean. The 
military end of it was something that needs to 
be seen to be appreciated—Roman standing and 
ebariot, as well as running flat races, tugs of 
war, battalion drills and army maneuvers. There 
Was system to everything and on the big week 
the Rapid Transit handled over 400,000 fares and 
no accidents. 

The Japanese night, with its interesting 
geisha girls, jiu-jitsu and sword combats, was 
something not to be seen anywhere but here 
and in Japan. The Rodeo and exhibition of 
roping wild steers and bucking horses was never 
excelled by Cody’s Wild West, and the army 
maneuvers of a night attack and charge was the 
most realistic event imaginable. Rifle and ma- 
chine gun fire, star shells, hand grenades, 
bugles sounding orders, and all in the utmost 
darkness, except when the star shells lit up the 
Supposedly No-Mffn’s Land, certainly brought the 
horrors of war close to us. 

The Joy Zone. under the direction of Eddie 
Fernandez (local), a prince of regular fellows, 
Was a tremendous success, and the boys from 
the Big Stem will all go back with ‘“‘tin”’ as 
well as the memory of a pleasant visit to a 
heavenly land.—BENJ. BRUNS. 

An extremely interesting account of the fair 
has also been received from Ed Garner, who 
had several attractions at the fair. A portion of 
hig letter follows: 

“Scheduled for six days the fair was held 
over on Sunday on account of the success of the 
six preceding days. One hundred thousand ad- 
missions were recorded. The population of Hon- 
olglu is 75,000, Shortage of vessels made 
transportation from the adjacent islands difficult, 
altho every one was represented with an exhibit. 

“There were 105 display booths, each equippel 
with telephone service, and more beautifully 
decorated than any I have ever seen at any 
State fair in the United Stares. The live 
stock exhibit was a real surprise, 282 stalls be 
ing filled. Most of the grand stand attractions 
were furnished by the army and put on in fine 
shape. One man and one steer were killed in 
an accident during the rodeo. Not an arrest 
was recorded during the week, being due, the 
authorities claim, to the ban on ‘booze.’

The Fourtheof July has come and gone, and 
proved everything expected of it and more. 
Peoria, Ill., was a big stand, and the Fourth 
was celebrated in great style. It is a con- 
servative estimate that 10,000 visitors were 
entertained in and about the city on the ‘‘day 
of days,’’ and the location of the Metropolitan 
Shows (Eckwood Park, in the heart of the city 
and adjacent to the boat landing) was so central 
that it was difficult to miss, Everybody re- 
ported banner business and the grounds were 
crowded to capacity from early morning to 
midnight. Ideal weather conditions prevailed. 

All this was marred, however, by the terrible 
catastrophe that befell the illfated excursion 
steamer, Columbia, the following night. The 
shows had been contracted in Pekin for week of 
*Suly 8, and an excursion had been planned for 
Friday by the organization under whose aus- 
pices we were to show, to pay the shows an 
advance visit. The boat had landed early in 
the evening, and the horde of excursionists 
had enjoyed a merry evening visiting the at- 
tractions and getting acquainted with the show- 
folk. At 11:30 the vessel’s siren blew a fare- 
well blast and the gay party shouted their 
good-bys. Scarcely an hour later, and while 
most of the show people were in restaurants up 
town, the horrible news was flashed. Manager 
Barfield’s automobile, as well as two others 
owned by members of the troupe, were rushed 
to the scene of the disaster, and all night long 
assisted im carrying the dead and injured to 
Pekin. « 

Mr. Barfield immediately canceled the en- 
@acement at Pekin, and Mayor Woodruff ex- 
tended him an invitation to remain over here a 
second week. While business can not be ex- 
Pected to keep up to a very satisfactory stand- 
ard with the heavy pall of gloom and sorrow 
hanging over the city, the late notice would 
shave meant a layoff for the week but for the 
Kindly consideration of Peoria’s estimable Mayor 
and other city officials, who bave been loud in 
their praise of the shows and the manner in 
which they have been conducted. 

A sad feature of the disaster was that the 
leader in Promoter Tate’s popularity contest in 
Pekin was among the unfortunates who lost their 
lives. The chairman of Mr. Tate’s committee 
also was a victim. Tate himself was saved by 
a miracle, as he remained over to talk on some 
matters pertaining to the engagement with Man- 
ager Barfield, intending to return on a street 
q@ar later.

Government Department ef Information.

It is to be regretted that while all ether 
branches of the industry are impressing them- 
selves and their importance on the Government 
Showmen have failed, in this instance at least, 
to convert the powers that be to the idea that 
it takes specialists to put on a show. Whfle 


it is given out by the management and ifs 
thoroly understood that the exposition is for 
propaganda purposes only apd not a money- 


making enterprise, it is hard for the average 
showman to see why the people’s money should 
not be conserved in giving a show as well as 
by the purchase of Thrift Stamps or War 
Bonds, 

The show is a good one. It could be framed 
more attractively, it is true, but no one can 
tind much to criticise in the display. The 
enormous, unnecessary expense is what appalls. 
For instance, where a showman would have 
secured flat cars for the heavy pieces, box cars 
for the small stuff and two or three sleepers for 
the people, the show management shipped all 
the material out here from the East by ex- 
press, entailing, we are reliably informed, a huge 
transportation bill. Offices and various head- 
quarters on the grounds are made of lumber, 
rough, to be sure, but tents would serve the 
purpose and be more economical. The show 
carries architects and sculptors, whereas if 
canvas were used they would be unnecessary. 
The only showman on the staff is Fred Hutchison, 
who is in charge of admissions,—-BOZ.

The amusement program has been carefully 
looked after, and a splendid array of talent has 
been secured. 


OHIO STATE FAIR 


Will Bring War Close to the People 
of Ohio 

Columbus, ©., July 13,.—-Arrangements have 
been completed for an elaborate Government 
exhibit at the Ohio State Fair, to be held here 
August 26 to 31, Inclusive. This exhibit will 
bring the war in Europe closer to the people of 
Ohio and will give them a clear and compre- 
hensive conception of the military activities of 
the nation and the meaning of preparedness in 
every sense of the word,

SUGGESTIVE TITLES AS BAD 
AS SUGGESTIVE PLAYS 


Misleading Titles on Screen Dramas Great Detri- 
ment to the Industry and Gross Injustice to 
Confiding Public — Offensive Title 
Worse Than Suggestive Story 


Primarily the motion picture is to entertain, 
instruct, uplift and amuse, It is for either one 
of these reasons that a man pays his admittance 
fee into the box office in the belief that he 
will receive in return an appreciable share of 
enjoyment and diversion commensurate with his 
expenditure. Here, then, is where the ma- 
licious!y false, incorrect and misleading title 
of a screen drama works to the detriment of 
the industry. 

Such salacious titles as Her Body in Bond, 
Pay Me in Advance, The Mortgaged Wife, The 
Price of a Good Time and such ilk grossly 
misrepresent the subject matter, for in many 
instances these titles do not live up to the 
licentious story indicated, and the purchaser of 
a ticket under the impression that be is going 
to witness something of a spicy flavor and who 
has been tricked by such camouflage feels a 
righteous indignation at palpable deception anJ 
generally decides never to enter that theater 
again. So the manager, while endeavoring to 
Secure patronage, has lost another customer 
because of dishonest dealing. 

In many instances these pictures are passably 
enjoyable and not a whit like the title would 
indicate. But they keep decent people away 
and the few low foreheads who are curious get 
nothing for their money. It is such deterring 
mechanism in the making of foul pictures—or 
labeling them with a double-meaning caption— 
which will eventually undermine and bring 
complete ruin to the motion picture industry. 
Clean photoplays spread happiness to millions. 
and the responsiblity to dignify this calling 
rests with the producers and the exhibitors who 
offer their wares to the public. Erase the dis- 
gusting title with its double meanine—blot 
out these nauseous contraptions that are inim- 
ical to the development of the business. 
The general public does not want them, ax wit- 
ness the rows of empty seats at a well-known 
New York theater, whose patronage has dwindled 
to nothing thru the showing of such deleterious 
photoplays, A “rose by any other name would 
smell as sweet,’’ but an offensive title will kill

jovernments. These pictures are handled upon @ 
strictly commercial basis by the Allied Govern- 
ments, the Allies positively making no free gifts 
of pictures to private enterprises; and it was 
the contention of these governments to offer 
these Inter-Allied War Reviews to the bighest 
bidder. The committee, of which George Creel 
is chairman, insisted that this would not be 
right, as all four American weekly news films 
should receive equal consideration, and won its 
point. Consequently each weekly was informe: 
it would be offered 2,000 feet of film per 
week, showing the American Expeditionary 
Forces, for a flat sum of $5,000. One of the 
weeklies accepted this offer, while another pro- 
tested against the plan. Then the representa- 
tives of the Allied Governments, not in favor of 
the plan in the first place, offered these war 
reviews to the industry as a whole, the same 
as war feature films. Thus every exchange had 
a chance to bid, and when these bids were 
passed upon Pathe made the best offer. the con- 
tract being awarded it upon these terms: 80 
per cent of the proceeds and qa guaranty of a 


minimum showing in 2,500 houses per week. 
Secretary Baker further explained that the 


funds derived from the exhibition of these war 
feature and review films do not represent a profit 
by any means. Every cent is consumed in the 
manufacture and distribution of the 
amount of film required for distribution —without 
compensation—in foreign as part of 
the educational campaign of the United States.

FILMS REVIEWED 


JOAN OF THE WOODS 


(World—FIVE REELS—Featuring June Elvidge. 
Directed by Travers Vale) 


AN ALTOGETHER TRITE affair, in which 
the long arm of coincidence is stretched beyond 
the breaking point in this World melodrama. 
Every old situation that could be possibly 
thought of has been dragged into the story, 
with the result that all continuity is eliminated 
and the play is merely a string of happenings, 
with no artistic or dramatic value whatsoever. 
The wooden cross by which the daughter ts 
recognized by her jong missing father varies in 
a slight degree from the old locket incident, but 
A lapse of many years divides the story In 
two, but the second half is so similar in every 
way to the first that it revolves itself into a 
tiresome repetition. The cast, headed by June 
Elvidge, struggled bravely against the great 
odds of a poor story and still poorer scenario, 
but were unable to save it from being almost 
ridiculous in its crudeness. 


THE STORY: Joan, the daughter of a back- 
woods mother and an aristocratic father, does 
not know the latter, as he has never acknow)l- 
edged her in any way. Since the death of her 
mother in her infancy she has been living with 
an old Jewish pawnbroker and helps him in his 
shop. She meets and becomes secretly married 
to Norman, the stepson of her own father, who 
is now a judge. Norman, in disgrace with his 
parents, is forced into the navy. Joan becomes 
a mother and is driven from the pawnshop, 
whereupon her che-fld dies, and, rather than 
have it buried in the potter's field, she throws 
it into a lake. An unsympathetic policeman 
arrests her and she is put on trial for murder, 
Her own father is the judge, and Norman re- 
turns from a long cruise and hurries to her. By 
a cross he had given her mother she is rescued 
by her heartbroken father and unexpected evi- 
dence acquitting her turns up at the eleventh 
hour, and all ends happily. 

EXHIBITORS, NOTE: No intelligent audi- 
ence would see a picture of this type thru.

THE CITY OF DIM PLACES

THIS IS A highly artistic production, and ou,e 
that will linger long in the memory of the 
spectator. It is tragic, yes, but only in a 
certain sense, for its message of faith is much 
more impressive than the common, almost 
saccharine, happiness of the average picture. 
Frances Marion, the author, has to her credit 
more human Stories than any other screen writer, 
Her often expressed opinion ¢hat the dramatic

Eleanor returns now a young lady, and Jimmy, 
another of her parents, kisses her in a very 
unfatherly fashion, which results in a fight 
between him and Peter, Beulah, jealous, tells 
her of the engagement existing between her- 
self and Peter, and the girl, heartbroken, 
leaves. Peter follows and tells her grandmother 
of his love for her, whereupon Eleanor returns, 
but in the meanwhile Peter has become recon- 
ciled with Beulah. Eleanor saves the situation 
by nobly declaring she loves them all, but only 
as parents, and so everything ends happily, for 
the others at any rate, . 

EXHIBITORS, NOTE: To the nonskeptic this 
may prove interesting, but if one begins to 
reason the why and wherefore it is apt to be 
4Mlisappointing.

WHEN THIS PICTURE WAS SCREENED 
THE CENSOR BOARD WAS ENJOYING A 
THURSDAY OUT! 

And now our curiosity is piqued. Did ‘“‘her 
moment’’ occur before, or after, her degredation ? 
Of course in the light of minor events that is of 
little importance. Of more concern is the cour- 
age of the producers who ask an intelligent 
audience to sit thru ONE MOMENT of such 
an uvusavory performance without feeling a re- 
pugnance the unnecessary theme inspires. Web- 
ster’s definition of amusement is vastly different 
from what some film producers give it. This 
narrative recites the trials of Katinka and Jan, 
youthful lovers in a Balkan village: Jan's de- 
parture for America, land of opportunity, while 
the innocent girl is sold by a brutal father to 
Dravich, keeper of a house of illfame. Kept 
prisoner for two Years, subject to gross indigni- 
ties, the latter dragged around the world as 
the slave of her taster. Fate briags them to 
Arizona, where Jan has prospered as an en- 
gineer. Dravich is killed and Katinka united in 
marriage to her early love. This filmization 
contributes nothing new to the screen, and can 
accomplish no worthy results. To cater to the 
baser passions is offering entertainment under 
false pretenses. A picture should inspire and up- 
lift and surely there are nobler and more in- 
spiring subjects for the scenario writer than 
the corroding, debasing side of life. The day 
of the white slave picture has happily passed— 
it accomplished po good when shown—only 
served to kill the popularity of a theater and 
depressed the people who witnessed it. The film- 
ization of HER MOMENT is tragie in its over- 
whelming realism, but must fail in its efforts 
to convince our theatergoers that such things 
could exist in this enlightened age. The cus 
toms of the Balkan people can find little sym 
pathy from the Anglo-Saxon race, whose coun 
tries prohibit the sale of white women, and 
such conditions are not indigenuous to America. 
Also it is not a pleasure to look npon the 
parasitical beasts who, like moral Jepers, fut 
ten on the fodder of women’s shame: or watch 
their master lash their flesh until the spirit is 
subdued, No, it. is not a pretty sight to pay a 
fee to witness, and if such is the habit of other 
lands why uncover the rotten, cankerous sores 
to a motion picture audience? The contention 
offered that the body cannot harm the soul sup- 
plies food for thought, but the physical DOES 
deteriorate under such conditions, and the basic 
idea of the film should be left to the Medical 
Review Society for future discussion—as it is 
not suited for the entertainment of women and 
ebildren. Why inject a poisonous virus into 
the heart of purity? HER MOMENT covers the 
world like a plague, visiting India, Continental 
Europe, even China, while the villain prospers 
en the earnings of his slave. Meeting a vio- 
lent end he leaves the girl free to marry the 
very magnanimous hero, who, forgetting her 
soiled career, nobly declares: ‘“‘You shall be 
my bride." Commendable courage! Unprece- 
dented chivalry! (But wake up: this only hap- 
pens that way in movies.) Anna Luther tried hard 
to portray the despoiled heroine, but after years 
of depravity and vice she remained the cherubic, 
fat-legged peasant of her early yout. It is re 


gretable that so much money was expended in 
the making of a picture that cannot hope for 
permanent success. Scenes of brothels and de- 
grading of womanhood have no right upon the 
sereen, They will not be acceptable to the right- 
thinking public,

THE VAMP

How to accept this photoplay is a problem. 
After patiently waiting thru three tedious 


reels for something to develop besides a repeti- 
tion of kisses and goo-goo eyes nothing interest- 
ing occurs except the startling appearance of .a 
wealthy mine owner in Ore Junction, Pa., wear- 
ing a Prince Albert and high silk hat, in the 
dusty coal regions. Perhaps it was the desire 
of the actor to appear somewhat above his com- 
panions, and he certainly was conspicuous by 
his appearance. ‘Tis said that Thomas H. Ince 
Supervised this production. But did he? The 
mild little affair is long on dullness, short on in- 
terest. Without logic or appeal the end is in 
sight long before the play is half over. This 
same material has served for numerous screen 
plays and handled very much better by its prede- 
cessors. Enid Bennett is all eyes and there is a 
constant sameness in her work. No doubt this 
is due the threadbare scenario, which offers 
her no opportunity to display her natural ability, 
for she has demonstrated in former releases that 
she can give a good performance when per- 
mitted. There are no emotional heights, no sus- 
pense, no dramatic moments, and the ordinary 
story does not affect the spectator. Characters 
are dragged in without any particular motive 
and the interest is not the least bit holding.

Edith Ellis, who condenses dramas of other days 
to an extent that makes it possible to offer them 
in conjunction with variety for four shows a day, 
is well under way and meeting with both finan- 
cial and artistic success. 

What is true of Chicago maintains in many 
other American cities. Milwaukee has the Rus- 
sell Janney Players, a remarkably well equipped 
organization, Both as to principals and prop- 
erties, A complete roster of stock organizations 
would show each section well represented, 

The influence of the stock renaissance upon the 
fluctuations of the legitimate stage should not 
be overlooked, Many plays given their initial 
presentation in this Manner arte proving so suc- 
cessful that legitimate runs in New York and 
Chieago are being planned for them at the 
opening of the new seasen 

In addition to the more pretentious stock or- 
ganizations Chicago has anotuer successful in- 
stitution of a kindred nature—the Playshop 
Players, who usually hold forth in their unique 
99-seat theater.
